This medal commemorates the recovery of £300,000 worth of silver from a Spanish ship wrecked in the West Indies. 
An initial attempt to recover the treasure during the reign of Charles IT had been unsuccessful, but a second expedition 
underwritten by Christopher, Duke of Albemarle, achieved its aim. The medals, of which this is a modern reproduction, 
were given to the venture’s financial backers and to the king, who gave them out to friends.

The British Navy, acting in support of Holy Roman Emperor Charles VI (the SOCIORVM’ alluded to on the reverse 
of this medal), attacked the Spanish Navy off the coast of Sicily, which Spanish troops had recently invaded. The British, 
led by Admiral Sir George Byng, destroyed or captured the majority of the enemy fleet, leaving the Spanish sailors on 
Sicily completely cut off with no hope of relief.

Princess Louise studied sculpture and was a pupil of J. Edgar Boehm, the sculptor responsible for the Jubilee Bust 
featured on coins of Queen Victoria from 1887 to 1893. The statue of Queen Victoria on the Victoria Memorial outside 
Buckingham Palace is Louise’s work. Wyon made portraits of all seven of the Royal Children between August and 
September 1850, and a set of medals was produced (BHM 2384-2390). A set of seven wax models of the royal children 
was sold in the Leonard Wyon sale (Sotheby’s, 12 December 1901), lot 134. The set reappeared in the Murdoch sale 
(Sotheby’s, 14-16 December 1904), lot 1006, and in 1924 it was purchased by the British Museum.

Sit Thomas Fairbairn, Bt. (1823-1891), was an industrialist and art collector. Fairbairn had been a commissioner of 
the 1851 Great Exhibition, then Chairman of the Executive Committee for the 1857 Art Treasures Exhibition in 
his hometown of Manchester. He worked on the International Exhibitions of 1862, 1867 and 1871. Fairbairn finally 
managed to see the Manchester City Museum and Art Gallery opened in 1882, having worked on the project since 1860.

Although Victoria had always 
been fond of him as a child, after his accession to the throne she found him “hot-headed, conceited, and wrongheaded”, 
and his unstable and vain behaviour was a contributing factor to the outbreak of World War I. 


Franco-British Exhibition, White City, London, silver medal, 1908, by Frank Bowcher for Vaughton, 
presented to Sir Charles Day Rose, MP (1847-1913), Britannia and Marianne seated before Peace, rev. Victory 
stands before exhibition buildings, named in tablet, “Chas Day Rose Esq M.P’, 51mm.

The young Viscount Fordwich and his tutor, Jean Chastellain, arrived in Florence in 1759 and there he remained.

Temple Bar was demolished in 1878 in order to ease traffic congestion. The first bricks were removed in January 1878 
with the instructions of the Corporation of London, that every stone, brick and beam be carefully numbered and stored 
in a yard off Farringdon Road. Ten years later the gateway was purchased by Sir Henry Meux, the London brewer and 
MP, and it was re-erected at the entrance to Theobald’s Park, his Hampshire estate. In 2001 a project to restore the 
gateway to the city was established and it was re-opened 10 November 2004, in its new position adjacent to the North- 
West Tower of St Paul’s Cathedral, leading into Paternoster Square.

During the Siege of Paris by the Germans in 1870-1871, messages were carried to and from the city by a combination of 
balloons and homing pigeons. Advances in the field of microphotography meant that each bird could carry thousands 
of messages at a time. One of the pigeons to survive the war is preserved in France’s Museé de la Poste. The FS Chevalier 
Jean Bart, was in construction at the start of World War IT and launched on 6 March 1940. In June the unfinished and 
un-armed ship sailed for Casablanca. She did not see service till after the end of the war

Perry was presented with a specimen in gold (that was sold at auction in 2007, in Rockland, Maine, for $165,000). 20 
further examples were struck in silver and 107 in bronze. The gilding is contemporary with the medal and it would seem 
to have been made simply to resemble the gold. 


The Perry Expedition was both diplomatic and military, under orders from President Millard Fillmore. It involved two 
separate voyages during 1853-1854 and resulted in the signing of two treaties, as described on the medal’s reverse: 
PRESENTED TO COM. M.C. PERRY SPECIALMINISTER FROM THE U.S.A. BY MERCHANTS OF BOSTON 
IN TOKEN OF THEIR APPRECIATION OF HIS SERVICES IN NEGOTIATING THE TREATY WITH JAPAN 
SIGNED AT YOKU-HAMA MARCH 31, AND WITH LEW CHEW AT NAPA, JULY 11, 1854.

When the Liverpool & Manchester Railway opened in September 1830, it crossed Chat Moss, which was surrounded by 
a number of very boggy areas.

Walter Llewellyn Clark was killed in a flying accident on 23 May 1917, aged 27, and is buried in Lijssenthoek Military 
Cemetery. Born in Guildford, he was educated at Winchester before joining the Royal Academy Schools. He joined the 
Artists’ Rifles at the outbreak of war, was gazetted to the Middlesex Regiment in December, 1914 and subsequently 
was transferred to the R.EC.. He received his flying certificate taken on 29 October 1915, in a Maurice Farman Biplane, 
at the Military School, Shoreham and obtained his pilot’s certificate in February 1916. He was promoted to Captain in 
November 1916. Both he and his observer were killed in a collision at 6000 ft.

James Grant Brandon-Thomas was the son of Walter Brandon-Thomas, author and actor, famous for the play “Charley’s

Rupert’s Land was a vast British territory stretching all around Hudson Bay and named after Prince Rupert, the first 
Governor of the Hudson’s Bay Company. Robert Machray (1831-1904), Scottish-born first Primate of the Church of 
England in Canada, was appointed Bishop of Rupert’s Land in 1865 and Archbishop of the province in 1875. He is 
honoured in the Calendar of Saints of the Anglican Church of Canada with a feast day on March 10. 

Grant in the BNJ dates the medal to 1892.

A very similar image (but armorial reverse) is found on an unsigned medal of the same size (Molinari 95). 


The reverse image and legend is derived from Book 1, 85, of a book of emblems by the German poet Gabriel 
Rollenhagen, known as Rollenhagius (1583-1619): 


Inconcussa manens, advera clarius ardet, Et duplicat vires ignibus Aetna novis. 


Henri de Nogaret de La Valette was the eldest son of Jean Louis de Nogaret de La Valette, Duke of Epernon, Admiral 
of France and his wife, Marguerite de Foix-Candale (1567-1593), Comtesse de Candale, from whom he inherited the 
title Comte de Candale. His career was in the military, he served firstly under Richelieu, then (1624-1633) in the Venetian 
army, finally commanding the Italian army. He died at the siege of Casale Monferrato in 1630, during the War of the 
Mantuan Succession (1628-1631). 


The cataloguers can find no other example of the medal being offered for sale in recent years. O’Byrne’s ticket offers no 
description other than the rarity, “RRR”.

Montorsoli is remembered not just for his original creations but also for his restorations of the Laoco6n group, the 
Apollo Belvedere and further famous classical works in the Vatican, for Pope Clement VI — a commission secured 
in 1532 by Michelangelo, under whom he had studied. Meanwhile he had been inducted into the Servite Order at 
Santissima Annunziata in Florence in 1530, taking his vows in 1531. An unassuming medal, it is remarkable for its lack 
of references. It is not in Armand, either George Hill’s Corpus or his Portrait Medals of Italian Artists of the Renaissance, 
Attwood or Pollard [Kress — 2007].

Count Grigory Grigorievich Orlov was one of Catherine the Great’s favourites and had participated in the coup that had 
dethroned her husband Peter III. When plague broke out in Moscow, Orlov was sent to ensure that the extraordinary 
measures put in place to prevent transmission of the disease were observed. He ensured that the sick were provided with 
clothes, food, and money, and was seen around the city helping the afflicted, taking part in religious processions, and 
otherwise aiding medical professionals. As a result of these ministrations, the plague was suppressed in just four months.

Sit Charles Mills was a Colonial Administrator who had had an interesting career in the army, having enlisted as a 
private in the 98" Regiment before serving in China, India and, by then an officer, in the Crimea. He moved to Cape 
Town in 1858, serving as an MP, before being appointed chief clerk for finance in the colonial secretary’s office in 
1867 by Sir Philip Wodehouse, then Governor. In 1872 he became permanent under-secretary. In 1882, when the 
Cape government decided to have an agent-general in London, Mills was selected for the position. Following the Port 
Elizabeth Exhibition, in 1886 he was executive commissioner for the Cape at the Colonial and Indian Exhibition and in 
1887 delegate for the Cape at the colonial conference. In 1894, his last special service, he was one of the delegates of the 
Cape at the intercolonial conference at Ottawa. He was appointed C.M.G. in 1878, K.C.M.G. in 1885, and C.B. in 1886.

In 1866 Tiffany & Co. provided 20,000 medals to the State of Ohio, to recognize the “Veteran Volunteers” who re- 
enlisted after having completed their tour of duty during the American Civil War. The 5th Regiment, Ohio Infantry 
mustered in on 20 April, 1861 at Camp Harrison, near Cincinnati, Ohio. They were mustered out July 26, 1865 at 
Louisville, Kentucky. The Regiment comprised 10 Companies, and many of the recruits came from Cuyahoga County. 
The 5th Ohio participated in 28 battles over the course of the conflict, including those of Antietam and Gettysburg, 
and sustained a loss of more than 500 men killed, wounded or captured.

The Comenius-in-Exile Lodge met at the Café Royal from 1942. The jewel’s designer, René Wiesner, was a Czech exile 
who came to London in 1939. He was the son of the painter Adolf Weisner, who was to die in Theresienstadt. 
An engineer, René Wiesner was a specialist in glass-concrete construction, famously for the Czech Pavilion at the Paris 
International Exhibition in 1937. He and his partner, Arnost Ast, co-operated and worked with many of the European 
modernist and avant-garde artists and architects. After the war he established Novolor Ltd in Bridgend, South Wales. 
Many of the Lodge’s members were prominent in the exiled Czech government: Dr. Edvard Benes, President-in-exile; 
Jan Masaryk, Minister of Foreign Affairs; Hubert Ripka, State secretary for Foreign Affairs; Jaromir Necas, member of 
government-in-exile and Dr. Pavel Korbel, General Secretary of the Czechoslovak State Committee in London.

John Cimon Warburg was a pioneer in colour photography and many of his Autochromes are to be found in the 
collections of the Royal Photographic Society. A wealthy man, Warburg suffered from chronic asthma both of which 
allowed him to devote his time and money entirely to the study and practice of photography. He was the elder brother 
of the perhaps better-known Agnes Beatrice Warburg (1872-1953) and encouraged her with her art.

John Charles Burrow was a pioneer of early flash photography and its use underground photographing the tin mines of 
Cornwall. It was for this work that he was appointed “Photographer to H.R.H. the Prince of Wales”. Burrow, who lived 
in Trelowarren Street, Camborne, was commissioned by the owners of four of Cornwall’s deepest mines, Dolcoath, 
East Pool, Cook’s Kitchen and Blue Hills, to capture life underground and to showcase their technology.

David Wilkinson Campbell, C.1.E. (1831-1903), succeeded Sir Bradford Leslie as Agent for the East India Railway 
Company in 1887. Campbell served his pupilage in the Locomotive Works of the Caledonian Railway Company before 
moving to India in 1858 as Locomotive Superintendent of the South-West Provinces Division of the East Indian 
Railway. In 1865 he was promoted Locomotive Superintendent of the whole line. Under his supervision he promoted 
some 87 native firemen to be shunters and drivers of goods trains on the branch lines — a move not at all popular with 
the Europeans they replaced. In 1883 he was created a Companion of the Order of the Indian Empire for his services 
and was appointed an honorary aide-de-camp to the Viceroy. In 1887 he was promoted to be the Agent of the Company 
in Calcutta, and in 1891 he retired and returned to England.

1809 was the year when the lavish New Theatre opened, having been re-built after 
a devastating fire. Management put the ticket prices up and riots ensued. The price for Boxes increased from 6 shillings 
to 7 shillings. For the Pit and the 3" Tier. The Gallery prices remained the same but the rake was so steep the audience 
could only see the legs of the performers!

The pieces in the following 80 lots would seem to have come from a pre-war collection and they have been 
hidden away in a biscuit tin without explanation, wrapped in old newspapers from April 1939 to 1947 (though 
missing the War years). There might be a clue in that as well as The Times and The Daily Mail, there is also a 
copy of The Sydney Morning Herald. All the pieces are silver and as such many are now gteat rarities. The group 
includes pieces from for the Société Hollandaise-Belge des Amis de la Médaille and rather more from the 
Société des Amis de la Médaille Francaise. This latter Société, founded in 1900, was the idea of Roger Marx 
(1859-1913), by profession a civil servant, though better remembered as an art critic, journalist, writer and a 
passionate and refined collector. In 1882 he had been appointed Secrétaire des Beaux-Arts in Paris, becoming 
in 1887, Directeur de PAdministration des Beaux-Arts, and was closely associated with a great number of 
artists whose names ate so familiar today. The Société was never a great success and was wound up in 1910, 
though because of his death and the First World War, the final issues were not made until 1920. In all it 
published a total of only 63 pieces - 23 round medals and 40 plaquettes. The sale offers 12 round medals 
and 18 plaquettes, all in silver, just less than half those produced, one of which, Paul Grandhomme’s “Les 
Joyaux”, is one of only 45 in that metal. All were issued in limited editions, ranging from the aforementioned 
45 to 112. The rarity of the individual pieces and, indeed, the group as a whole, cannot be over-estimated. 


The medals are measured to the nearest half-millimetre with, for plaquettes, height before width. The 
medallists are listed in alphabetical order.

In addition to naming the “geniuses” associated with the development of wireless telegraphy, this plaquette also names 
four telegraph operators who were considered to be “wireless heroes” for using the new technology to save lives, 
sometimes at the expense of their own. Jack Binns (1884-1959) made the first distress call at sea on 23 January 1909 
when his ship, the RMS Republic (here incorrectly listed as the SS Republic) was struck by another ship, the SS Florida. 
George Eccles (1873-1909) was the first telegrapher to die at sea, going down with the SS Ohio on 16 August, 1909 
(here incorrectly dated to 1908) while sending distress calls. The next two names are more well-known; Harold Bride 
(1890-1956) and Jack Phillips (1887-1912)(here misspelled as Philips) were the wireless operators on the RMS Titanic 
(again incorrectly listed here as the SS Titanic), and after the sinking both men became famous for staying at their posts 
sending CQD and SOS distress signals until the last possible moment. This crucial use of wireless telegraphy to make 
and receive distress calls at sea is clearly alluded to in the figure of the young woman with one hand to her mouth and 


the other to her ear.

He, realising 
this, decides to die as well so that they might not live without each other, at which point Apollo descends from the 
heavens and proclaims that the gods have given them their lives as a reward for their steadfast love. Maier suggests that 
the woman depicted on the plaquette is Bartholomé’s second wife Florence, née Letessier, whom he had married in
